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Bulkeley's  season  story  was  of  an  upstart 
that  turned  into  a  superstar. The  Bulldogs 
started  the  tournament  as  the  No.  25  seed. 
Brandon  Jones'  layup  with  5  seconds  left 
ended  their  season  at  a  different  number. No. 
1  in  Class  L."We  knew  we  were  a  better  team 
than  our  regular  season  record  [11-9],"  said 
Bomani  Jones,  who  assisted  on  Brandon 
Jones'  shot  that  will  forever  live  in  Bulkeley 
basketball  lore.The  view  was  different, 
though,  back  on  the  first  day  of  practice.  The 
only  returning  starter  was  Hamlet,  a  junior 
power  forward.

The  regular  season  was  marked  by 
inconsistencies,  which  included  nine  losses 
and  a  victory  over  eventual  LL  champion 
Windsor,  which  won  all  its  other  games  and 
was  No.  1  in  The  Courant's  final  state 
ratings.'!  transferred  from  New  Britain,  so  I 
think  adjustments,  like  knowing  how  the 
other  guys  play,  were  part  of  it,"  Bulkeley 
guard  Evans  St.  Juste  said.A  greater  problem 
was  too  much  one-on-one  play.  "Sometimes 
being  young,  your  head  gets  bigger,"  Griffin 
said.Teammates  credit  Ahmetovic,  a  senior 
co-captain  with  Hamlet,  with  helping  to 
bring  the  team  together. "Muamer  was  cool 
and  kept  telling  everybody  to  do  what  was 
right  for  the  team,"  Bomani  Jones  said. That 
was  to  play  more  like  "Little  D,"  a  nickname 
given  Ahmetovic  a  few  years  back  by 
freshman  coach  Anthony  Ettienne-Modeste 
because  of  his  facial  resemblance  to  Dirk 
Nowitzki.

After  ending  the  regular  season  with  three 
consecutive  losses  and  a  loss  in  the  first  round  of  the 
CCC  tournament,  Bulkeley  embraced  Ahmetovic's 
message  and  Griffin's  instructions.

Bridgeport  77-68  before  stunning  top  seed  Trinity 
Catholic-Stamford  67-62  as  Hamlet  outplayed  touted 
senior  Tevin  Baskin.  "I  knew  then  we  could  win  it 
all,"  Hamlet  said.The  Bulldogs  advanced  with  a  65-51 
semifinal  victory  over  Northwest  Catholic-West 
Hartford. The  next  day  Bulkeley's  Upper  School 
Principal  Gayle  Allen-Greene  said  an  e-mail,  seeking 
donations,  was  sent  to  the  Bulkeley  staff.  "In  less  than 
two  hours,  we  had  $900  which  went  to  sponsor 
students  to  attend  the  final,"  she  said.About  160 
students  were  among  the  many  Bulkeley  backers  at 
the  Mohegan  Sun  Arena  to  cheer  for  the  Bulldogs 
against  Torrington.Seconds  after  the  final  horn,  fans 
some  wearing  "Beware  of  the  Dog!"  T-shirts  mobbed 
the  Bulldogs  at  center  court.  Griffin,  a  basketball 
legend  when  he  led  Hartford  Public  to  New  England 
Public  School  titles  in  1961  and  '62,  was  hugged  by 
players,  fans  and  former  players. "It  was  the  most 
satisfying  basketball  moment  I've  ever  experienced," 
he  said.  "I'm  so  happy  for  the  players  and  the  whole 
Bulkeley  community."
